Emmanuel Palaez, Philippine ambassador in 
Washington, said Mrs. Aquino told him by tele- 
phone before the air attack “the armed forces had 
already made some arrests and that all the chiefs 
of the armed services had reported to her.” 

Her government appealed to all mayors to mo- 
bilize local police forces, and she asked Filipinos 
to “support our democracy in this hour of chal- 
lenge.” 

“An attempt to seize power by force is again 
being made at this moment,” Mrs. Aquino said in 
a nationally televised address. “Our forces have 
the situation under control. We shall smash this 
shameless and naked attempt once more.” 

“This nation must never be allowed to fall unto 
the hand of tyrants,” she said. “God is with us and 
we shall prevail. Those who wish to be kings are 
here once more, despite repeated rejections by 
the people.” 

Cardinal Jaime Sin, Roman Catholic arch- 
bishop of Manila, urged his countrymen “to sup- 
port the duly constituted authority” and the sol- 
diers to end their rebellion “in the name of God.”

Summit talks 
may reduce 
arms arsenals

WASHINGTON President 
Bush’s Mediterranean summit with 
Soviet.. President Mikhail..S.. Gor- 
bachev could speed up a timetable for 
new superpower accords slashing ar- 
senals of nuclear, conventional and 
chemical weapons. 

“It would seem like all the signs are 
pointing to quick resolution,” said 
James Rubin, assistant director of the 
Arms Control Association of Wash- 
ington. “But a summit resolution to 
move to completion to all three is the 
best we should hope for.” 

Bush has stressed that the summit 
will not focus on arms control and that 
he was “not going to surprise” the 
Soviets with any flashy proposals. 

Gorbachev, however, is known for 
doing the unexpected, and he may try 
to pressure Bush into talks on naval 
power. 

The U.S. Navy is rated mightier, 
and the Reagan and Bush administra- 
tions have resisted having this ques- 
tion put on any arms-control negotiat- 
ing tables in the past. 

The general subject of arms con- 
trol, nevertheless, always is center- 
stage when the superpower leaders 
meet. Gorbachev, in a joint statement 
Thursday with Italian leaders, ex- 
pressed hope for agreements by the 
end of 1990 to cut conventional and 
chemical weapons — and a third deal 
to sharply reduce strategic-arms 
stockpiles. 

Bush and Gorbachev have said that 
the next summit, to be held in the 
United States next spring or sum- 
mer, might be used to sign a proposed 
Strategic Arms Reduction Treaty 
(START). This would slash super- 
power nuclear arsenals by 30 to 50 
percent, to 6,000 warheads per side. 

For the first time since Gorbachev 
sat down with then-President Reagan 
in Geneva in 1985, the arms control 
agenda is not dominated by the U.S. 
space-based missile shield proposal, 
otherwise known as Star Wars, and 
that’s a good omen for START. 

The Soviets said in September they 
were removing a major START ob- 
stacle by dropping their precondition 
that the United States agree not to 
violate tne 1972 Anti-Ballistic Missile 
Treaty.

U.S. citizens flee 
from El Salvador 
and rebel attack

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — 
Hundreds of Americans fled this em- 
battled country Thursday, fearful of 
the combat by leftist rebels that has 
shattered the tranquility of their up- 
seale neighborhoods. 

The Roman Catholic Church’s Le- 
gal Aid office, meanwhile, issued a 
report concluding that government 
soldiers carried out the Nov. 16 mas- 
sacre of six Jesuit priests and their 
two domestic employees. 

“T’m not coming back,” said Kate 
Lewis, a teacher at the American 
School, as she carried her 8-month- 
old baby Cassandra down Mirador 
Street to where a U.S. Embassy offi- 
cial was waiting for her and her bare- 
foot husband, William. 

Other Americans on their way out 
flashed a V-for-victory sign at the In- 
ternational Airport and _ shouted, 
“We'll be back after Christmas!” 

The Lewis’ home, and up to 30 or 40 
others in the exclusive Escalon neigh- 
borhood in the city’s western sector, 


had been taken over before dawn 
Wednesday by leftist guerrillas. 

The rebels from the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front, or 
FMLN, observed a six-hour truce be- 
ginning at 6a.m. (7 a.m. EST) in their 
20-day offensive to permit evacuation 
of all those who wished to leave. 

Although some guerrilla snipers 
were still barricaded in several sump- 
tuous homes, most of the rebels that 
invaded Escalon appeared to have re- 
treated up the lower slopes of nearby 
San Salvador Volcano by dawn. 

Assault-rifle fire could be heard 
only occasionally up and down the 
winding, hilly streets as army troops 
cautiously advanced. 

“The FMLN is maintaining a con- 
stant siege of the capital, which is the 
neurological center of the nation. The 
fuse of a social time-bomb has been 
lit,” said the insurgents on their clan- 
destine radio. 

About 20 U.S. citizens were among 
the people taking advantage of the 
truce to leave Escalon. Many waved 
white flags and carried small bundles. 


Gorbachev proposes 
‘Helsinki 2’ for 1990

ROME Soviet President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev proposed 
Thursday that a summit of European 
nations, the United States and 
Canada take place next year to speed 
up the integration of Europe and 
eliminate East-West divisions. 

Gorbachev said the meeting he 
called “Helsinki 2” should be moved 
up from 1992 as originally called for 
under the 1975 Helsinki Accords on 
human rights and security in Europe. 

He made the proposal in a speech 
from the Michelangelo-designed 
Campidoglio, Rome’s city hall, where 
the treaty was signed in 1957 estab- 
lishing the European Common Mar- 
ket. 

Gorbachey said the sweeping 
changes in Eastern Europe are irre- 
vocable. He insisted they do not sig- 
nal “the collapse of socialism,” but 
rather the further development of a 
concept with noble goals and “enor- 
mous humanistic and democratic po- 
tential.” 

On the eve of his historic meeting 
with Pope John Paul II, Gorbachev 
said that Soviets have changed their 
attitude toward religion and now be- 
lieve religious values can help in the 
restructuring of Soviet society. 

Gorbachev’s 20-minute speech, de- 
livered while standing in front of a 
12-foot-high statue of Julius Caesar, 
was interrupted three times by ap- 


plause from several hundred digni- 
taries. 

At the end, they stood and clapped 
politely. 

Expanding on his desire to build “a 
common European home,” Gor- 
bachevy said. recent events, pre- 
sumably the dramatic rush toward re- 
form in Eastern Europe, “underscore 
the desirability of an all-European 
summit, a Helsinki 2 meeting. We 
could consider advancing its date 
from 1992 to, say, as early as 1990.” 

The Soviet Union had been press- 
ing for an international human rights 
conference to be held in Moscow next 
year as part of the process leading 
toward the next 35-nation Conference 
on Security and Cooperation in Eu- 
rope. 

The conference last met in Helsinki 
in 1975, when the United States, the 
Soviet Union, Canada and all Eu- 
ropean countries except Albania 
signed the Helsinki Accords concern- 
ing military security, economic coop- 
eration and human rights. 

“In the final analysis,” Gorbachev 
said, “we envision Europe as a com- 
monwealth of sovereign democratic 
states with a high level of equitable 
interdependence and easily accessible 
borders open to the exchange of prod- 
ucts, technologies and ideas and wide- 
ranging contacts among people.” 

Gorbachev said the Soviets no 
longer think that have a monopoly on 
the truth.

At his’ trial, Warden testified that he was aware the baby was having 
respiratory problems and suggested hospitalization of the infant to the grand- 
mother, Ivy Young. 


Soviet soldiers may leave Czechoslovakia 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — The government said Thursday it will tear 
down the fences on its border with Austria. 

Members of Parliament proposed the repeal of tough laws used to imprison 
and fine dissenters. 

The Communist Party said it would announce a new program to include “an 
objective revision” of its attitude toward the “Prague Spring” reform move- 
ment of 1968 and the Soviet-led invasion that crushed it. 

Spokesman Josef Hora said the new policies might allow for readmission to 
the party of half a million people expelled after the invasion. 

The order to remove the fences reflected the new foreign policy Premier 
Ladislav Adamec said he seeks to implement. 

He called for a reassessment of the 1968 Warsaw Pact invasion. 

Adamec also pledged to negotiate withdrawal of the 80,000 Soviet soldiers 
stationed in Czechoslovakia ever since. 


Officer defends self, testifies in Florida 


MIAMI — A police officer who shot a black motorcyclist testified in his own 
defense Thursday, telling jurors he fired only because he thought he was 
about to die. 

“He just came straight at me and he just revved the motorcycle,” officer 
William Lozano, 31, testified. “He was just aiming at me. I was just only able 
to turn my body, draw my gun and shoot.” 

The testimony was broadcast live on television and radio in Miami, where 
three days of racial violence broke out following the Jan. 16 shooting. 

Cable News Network carried Lozano’s testimony live nationally. 

Twice before in this decade, innocent verdicts favoring policemen accused of 
killing blacks have led to rioting, and the Miami and Metro-Dade police forces 
are on alert for renewed violence. 

Prosecution witnesses testified that the Hispanic officer, who faces two 
counts of manslaughter in the deaths of the motorcyclist and a passenger, 
coolly took aim and fired as the bike was about to speed past him while being 
pursued by a police car. 


Problems predicted if I-15 not expanded 


SALT LAKE CITY — Motorists will face gridlock within 10 years if 
Interstate 15 is not expanded, more buses are not in operation and a light-rail 
system is not built, a transportation task force chairman told a Salt Lake 
County public hearing. 

The $774 million cost may be shocking, said Lowell M. Durham Jr., head of 
the Transportation Implementation Council. 

But without massive expansion, county roadways will be clogged and air 
pollution will increase, he said. 

The task force, created by the county and the Salt Lake Area Chamber of 
Commerce, also recommends spending another $44 million each year for at 
least 11 years to improve streets outside the I-15 and State Street corridor. 

“Much of I-15 within Salt Lake County has outlasted its design life,” said 
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Maintenance begins at Mt. Rushmore. 


MOUNT RUSHMORE NATIONAL MEMORIAL, S.D. — Round, black 
markers dotted the huge stone faces of four U.S. presidents Thursday as a 
project got under way to develop a long-term maintenance plan for Mount 
Rushmore. 

Six National Park Service employees and workers from an engineering firm 
carefully positioned 60 to 75 of the plastic markers on the 60-foot granite faces 
so. a photographer in a helicopter could take close-up pictures Friday of the 
hundreds of cracks that may threaten the structural integrity of the Shrine of 
Democracy. 

“The ultimate purpose is so we can actually map those cracks and make 
models of the mountain and then analyze those models to determine what 
potential movement and instability is there,” said Dan Wenk, Mount Rush- 
more superintendent. 

The black markers, 15 inches across or a little bigger than a record album, 
will become reference marks in the photographs. The markers should be 
removed Friday afternoon, Wenk said. 

Each fall, workers seal cracks in the faces with a mixture of granite dust, 
white lead and linseed oil.

Madsen compares Mormonism 


and ‘father’ religion Judaism 


By GLENN C. BELL, JR.

Judaism is the father to Mor- 


monism, said Truman G. Madsen, a 
BYU Research Fellow, at the Fel- 
lows’ Symposium Tuesday. 

Although Judaism and Mormonism 
differ on some principle beliefs, they 
do agree on some fundamental be- 
liefs, he said. 

Freedom to choose is among the 
basic principles of Judaism and Mor- 
monism, he said. All intelligence is 
free to act for itself. The freedom to 
choose is a basic right of all intelligent 
beings and making an everlasting 
covenant with God is ultimate free- 
dom, Madsen said. 

“When a man rolls down a hill, he is 
not free. When he walks up it, he is 
free,” Madsen said, quoting a Jewish 
scholar. 

“Your freedom to accept or reject 
God is eternal. God is not evil, yet the 
universe he created is full of it,” he 
said. 

In both religions there is an evil 
figure — the devil. The question 
arises, “Why did God create the 
devil?” Somehow evil is good, Madsen 
said. 

Some religious scholars define evil 
as the absence of good, just as igno- 
rance is defined as the absence of 
knowledge, Madsen said.

Isaac of Luria, a scholar in the early 
days of Judaism, said God withdrew 
some of the pieces of the creation to 
create evil. He believed that evil 
could only exist in the absence of 
good. The Fall of Adam and Eve 
brought evil, yet it is believed that 
Adam must go down to go up, Madsen 
said. 

The members of The Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter-day Saints be- 
lieve that only through exposure to 
evil can one know and do good. Evil is 
an essential part of God’s plan be- 
cause without it there would be no 
challenge in doing good and no reward 
for doing that which God has said is 
good, Madsen said. 

The Bible is the basis upon which 
Judaism and Mormonism base their 
arguments on how to define the be- 
ginning. Only by having a knowledge 
of the beginning can we define God 
and freedom. Judaism and Mor- 
monism have basic principles in com- 
mon: prophetic beginnings, people- 
hood and staying power, Madsen 
said. 

Madsen chairs the Richard L. 
Evans chair of Christian Understand-

He is a BYU professor of philoso- 
phy and religion and has published 
many books including “Defender of 
the Faith” and “Joseph Smith the 
Prophet.”

students who have demonstrated 
leadership in other areas. 

A primary would then narrow 
down the field to as few as three can- 
didates for the general election. By 
having a primary and allowing more 
students to pass through the initial 
screening, it might motivate more 
students to vote. 

Less than 5,400 students, or 19.7 
percent of the student body, voted in 
the last BYUSA elections in Febru- 
ary. Of those votes, 429 were cast for 
write-in candidates or “open elec- 
tions.” The latter was a form of 
protest by students objecting to the 
nominating committee. 

However, in the 1988 elections, the 
students were given the opportunity 
to decide who would be part of the 
nominating committee. The students 
were also able to decide how the pres- 
ident would be selected from those 
who.were nominated... ;...~ \ 


The options for selecting a presi- 


dent from the nominees were: having 
a general election with minimal cam- 
paigning; having the university presi- 
dent appoint one to be president; hav- 
ing SAC vote by secret ballot; or 
having the outgoing presidency ap- 
point one and having it ratified by 
SAC. Students voted for a general 
election. 

The Associated Students of BYU 
made the change to the BYU Student 
Service Association in April 1988. 
The change came to “create an organi- 
zation that is more consistent with the 
nature of the university and more rel- 
evant to the majority of students,” as 
stated in an ASBYU restructuring 
proposal. 

Elections are just one of many 
things affected by the new associa- 
tion. The name changed and the 
structure changed, but the main pur- 
pose of the association — service — 
has remained the same. 

“It is not a government,” Alan 
Manwaring told The Daily Universe 
in February 1988. Manwaring was re- 
structuring advisory committee 
chairman at the time. “ASBYU was 
perceived as being a government and 
had the title of student government, 
but ‘government’ connotes a mandate 
we don’t have at the university.” 

The changing face of the Student 
Service Association has kept pace 
with the changing faces of BY U presi- 
dents. 

Former President Dallin H. Oaks 
frowned on the idea of appointing offi- 
cers. “We need to learn how to oper- 
ate in an elective government sys- 
tem,” he said in 1972, as quoted in a 
Daily Universe article. Accordingly, 
the elections closely resembled any 
democratic election — petitions, cam- 
paigning and all. 

Former President Jeffrey R. Hol- 
land saw things differently. Though 
not opposed to President Oaks’s 
idéas, he nevertheless had a slightly 
different philosophy of how the Stu- 
dent Service Association should oper- 
ate. The transition from ASBYU to 
BYUSA reflected that philosophy. 

President Rex E. Lee, like former 
President Oaks, is a career attorney 
who has served many years in gov- 


ernment positions. 

Paul Richards, BYU director of 
Public Communications, said since 
President Lee is new, he will proba- 
bly want to see BYU run on its 
present course, and then determine if 
any changes need to be made.

In addition to her recording and 
concert career, Eskin appears regu- 
larly as a performer and interviewee 
on “A Note To You,” heard on more 
than 100 affiliations of National Public 
Radio. 

According to history, the Beach pi- 
ano concerto was composed at the end 
of the 19th century and introduced 


with the Boston Symphony in 1900. 

Beach last performed the piece in 
Boston in 1917. It was not heard again 
until Mary Louise Boehm played it in 
1976. “Buddhist’s Prayer” was writ- 
ten in 1889 in response to the passion 
for the Orient. The work uses impres- 
sionistic techniques to convey the at- 
mosphere of the Orient. 

Although Boulanger died at the age 
of 24, many thought her life reflected 
a great deal of creative promise. De- 
spite her death and debilitating 
health, she composed eighteen works 
for chorus, many accompanied by an 
orchestra. She also wrote two can- 
tatas, 20 songs, six orchestral scores 
and pieces for the organ, piano, violin 
and flute.

BYU’s production of “The Dream- 
builder” is not recommended to any 
audience, and the powers that be are 
advised to close this embarrassing 
display lest any straying non-member 
should find himself subjected to it and 
convinced this offering reflects the 
beliefs of the LDS Church as a whole. 


‘Dreambuilder’ gets good review from critic

I got tickets to “The Dreambuilder” 
for $3:0n Thanksgiving. It was a good 
deal, but you could pay a lot more and 
still get your money’s worth. 

The . Dreambuilder is Noah 
(Stephen Nibley) who domiciles on his 
farm with his wife Ruby (Deb 
Adams). Noah and his wife are the 
salt of the earth, Ma and Pa Kettle, 
straight from Betty MacDonald‘s 
“The Egg and I.” 

Noah is a failure who can’t nail two 
boards together. He spends most of 
his time drawing plans and taking 
care of his animals. Noah hasn’t built 
anything for the last 500 years. 

As the story goes, Noah is perse- 
cuted by the repressive district coun- 
cil that controls the water rights. 
Then he gets visited by a 20th century 
English aristocrat heavenly messen- 


ger (Jon Enos) and is assigned to build 
the ark. 

The council is six people, Nels 
Holmgren, R. Char Lyn Yeakley, 
Troy Lakey, Laura J. Clayton, Heidi 
La Vanne, and Adam Houghton. 
They play rotating parts throughout 
the play. Sometimes as a chanting 
chorus in robes, subcontract builders 
for Noah and Sons, and the animals 
that go into the. ark: Sometimes an 
individual or two will have a weak 
moment in a certain part. 

But overall they do a great job and 
make up for any weakness in one area 
with moments that more than com- 
pensate for it in another. The loading 
of the animals is a surprising scene 
that comes off well. 

Shem (Ryan C Benson) and Ham 
(Scott L. Ballard) are a missionary 
companionship. 

They carry the message of repen- 
tance before the people and the coun- 


cil, and get a flogging for their trou- 
ble. 

The script by Tim Slover is funny, 
sometimes bordering on slapstick, 
but it can get as serious as the flood 
real quick. 

Sometimes the religious speeches 
by Japheth and Noah about the 
“mercy boat” and “feeling something 
in their hearts” propagandized the is- 
sues, but those moments were rare. 

Nibley is fantastic as Noah the 
hick, and Noah the tired builder. 

But sometimes the character of 
Noah slides into a well-done imitation 
of George McFly from “Back to the 
Future.” 

It’s good to s see new Wor k like “The 
Dreambuilder” being done at BYU. 
This particular play creates an entic- 
ing mix of times and cultures, human, 
American, and LDS. It shows us 
ourselves and we get a good laugh 
too.

Fassel feels betrayed after losing job

SALT LAKE CITY — Fired Utah 
football coach Jim Fassel says he feels 
betrayed by university officials who 
pledged to support him, and he’s fed 
up with the win-at-any-cost attitude 
in college athletics. 

“ve always felt that I’ve had the 
support of the university,” Fassel 
said Wednesday, in his first public 
comment since he was fired as Ute 
coach.“I’m disappointed that it ap- 
pears to me the support was just a 
matter of convenience. I feel like I’ve 
been betrayed.” 

On Tuesday, athletic director Chris 
Hill fired Fassel, saying the program 
was not moving in the direction the

school wanted. 

Fassel, speaking at a press confer- 
ence to about three dozen media rep- 
resentatives and supporters, said he 
has made improvements in the Ute 
program and has built a team filled 
with seniors that will win for his re- 
placement next season. 

He also said he has stressed aca- 
demics and dealt swiftly with Ute 
players convicted of drug charges 
during his term as coach. 

“T was always of the impression 
that the things I was doing were to 
the satisfaction of the university,” he 
said, adding that until this year, his 
contract has been renewed after each 
season. 

Fassel also said he’s concerned

about the direction the Utes will take 
now that he’s gone and “that the base 
that I’ve built ... will be eroded for the 
sake of wins and losses.” 

One part of the Utah program F'as- 
sel takes credit for is the reliance on 
fifth-year seniors and church mission- 
aries. He said using recruits who plan 
to serve church missions is a philoso- 
phy that builds for the future because 
it’s often several years before the 
players can be any good to the team. 

“T’m concerned that that philoso- 
phy will not stay,” Fassel said. 

He also said his replacement will 
inherit a strong team with 24 seniors 
and “he can get off on a very good 
foot” with the Utes’ relatively easy 
schedule next season. This year, the 
Utes played three of their first four 
games on the road and lost all three. 

Fassel was hired before the 1985 
season and the Utes won their first 
five games before going 8-4. In the 
offseason, he pulled off one of college 


football’s biggest recruiting coups in ~ 


signing Scott Mitchell, who is on line 
to break the NCAA career passing 
record next season. 

He’s also built a team that empha- 
sizes academics, a philosophy Fassel 
says is given only lip service by the 
college administration. 

“In college athletics, 
hypocrisy that reeks,”

Center seeks 
financial help 
from state

Timpanogos Community Mental 
Health officials have requested state 
financial help, saying the center and 
Utah County can’t repay the federal 
government $1.8 million for Medicaid 
funds misappropriated by former cen- 
ter executives. 

“The center is experiencing cash- 
flow problems and has received only 
about $628,000 in restitution from the 
three employees who pled guilty of 
misusing $3.5 million between 1986- 
1988,” 
county commissioner and chairman of 
the community mental health author- 
ity board. 

“We've already lost $3.5. million, 
and there’s no way we, as a county, 
can pay back anymore than we can 
recover from the people who stole the 
money,” Beck said. 

The state will have to reduce its 
claims for federal money for mental 
health services by some $1.8 million 
as a result of the lost funds, said Rod 
Betit, state health care financing divi- 
sion director, whose office is prepar- 
ing a federal audit of the center. The 
audit is expected to be completed af- 
ter the first of the year, Betit said. 

State officials said there is no room 
in their budgets to absorb the $1.8 
million, which they said would have to 
be passed onto the mental health cen- 
ter. 

The center serves the mental 
health needs of about 800 people in 
Utah, Wasatch and Summit counties. 

Without any state aid, the county 
commissioners. will be forced to close 


othe\mental health’ center-or:turn’ it 


over to the state to runit, Beck said: 

The three former administrators of 
the center were ordered to repay 
more than $3 million in restitution, 
said Beck. 

Carl V. Smith, former specialty 
programs director, was ordered to re- 
pay $1.7 million; Craig W. Stephens, 
former business manager, was or- 
dered to repay $1.4 million; and Glen 
R. Brown, former executive director, 
was ordered to repay $255,000, he 
said. 

The center hasn’t received any 
restitution from Smith and only about 
$76,000 from Stephens, Beck said. 
Brown has repaid a “sizable amount” 
of his restitution. 

Including properties that have 
been seized, officials have collected 
about: $628,000 in restitution, he said.

SALT LAKE CITY — Fire mar- 
shals have demanded removal of 180 
folding chairs from the Salt Palace 
arena, home of the Utah Jazz. 

“If we're required to eliminate 
those seats tomorrow, were in a 
stack of big trouble,” Jay Francis, 
Jazz vice president for marketing, 
said Wednesday. 

He said 170 of the $35 seats belong 
to season ticket holders. 

Over a regular season with 41 
games, they’re worth $243,950 to the 
club. 

The edict comes as Jazz owner 
Larry Miller seeks financing for a 
20,000-seat arena to replace the 
12,624-seat, Salt Lake County-owned 
Salt Palace. 

Salt Palace Manager Sam Driggs 
contends fire marshals approved the 
additional seats for the 1988 playoffs 
and, “The practice continued this 


year. Fire inspectors were in the. 


building. They said nothing about it.” 

Chief Deputy City Attorney 
Steven Allred said he would “be very 
surprised if anyone gave that ap- 
proval,” and he has asked the fire 
marshal’s office to investigate. 

“A general attitude of harass- 
ment,” County Commission Chair- 
man Mike Stewart said of the fire 
marshal’s enforcement. 


Inspectors are concerned about 
what could happen if folding chairs 
fell into the aisle as spectators rushed 
for emergency exits, said Larry A. 
Meyer, director of the Administra- 
tive Services Department that over- 
sees Salt Palace operations. 

John Rosenthal, director of the Salt 
Palace-Scienee Center-Arts Division, 
said chairs are crowded into space “a 
few inches short of the room needed.” 

For now, extra ushers with special 
training have been assigned to the 
section, he said. 

Meanwhile, Miller said he remains 
pruritic the new arena will open in 

Miller told the Wasatch Front Eco- 
nomic Forum on Wednesday that four 
to six banks are interested in financ- 
ing a new arena. 

Miller has sought financing for the 
arena since April when the Salt Lake 


City Redevelopment Agency voted to. 


buy land for the project. The RDA 
will build a public plaza around the 
new arena. 

The Jazz owner entered into an 
agreement with Shearson Lehman 
Hutton Inc. on Oct. 16 to find funding 
sources for the new arena. 

He made the pact with Shearson 
Lehman after negotiations broke 
down with a Dutch bank that tenta- 
tively agreed to finance the project 
with a $55.8 million loan.

However, Samuel Rushforth, 
co-chair of the Utah County Clean 
Air Coalition, said 1994 is not soon 
enough for Geneva to clean up the 
air. He said the 
Utah State De- 
partment of 
Health’s latest 
reports show 
Geneva Steel’s 
PM10 content in 
the air in Lindon 
for the 1988-89 
winter was 59.9 
percent and 67.5 
percent in West 
Orem. 

PM10 particles are pollutants 
about one-tenth the diameter of a 
human hair. 

Rushforth said the high for Utah 
County PM10 content in a 24 hour 
period for 1988-89 was 263 micro- 
grams per cubic meters of air. 

The federal standard is 150 mi- 
crograms per cubic meters. 

He said 113 micrograms per cu- 
bic meters need to be cleaned up. 
“That is a significant cleanup.” 

Also, in efforts to help clean up 
the air, Rushforth said the Clean 
Air Coalition is working on having 
diesel vehicles tested like gasoline 
vehicles to help reduce the PM10 
content in the air. 

They are also working on having 
fireplaces and smokestacks regu- 
lated. Rushforth said, “For the 
first time citizens have been in- 
volved. In 1985-86 the air was 
beautiful (when Geneva was 
closed). People noticed the differ- 
ence (when Geneva reopened).”

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WordPerfect adds new program 
to help people ‘DrawPerfect’

WordPerfect Corp. announced a 
new program named “DrawPerfect” 
to be released sometime between De- 
cember 1989 and February 1990. The 
program was developed to enhance 
WordPerfect graphics and desk top 
publishing capabilities. 

Features will include presentation 
capabilities, charts and graphs. Text 
editing, and drawing features will 
also be included. The program has 
more than 20 built-in fonts. 

Overhead transparencies can be 
printed with the program or sent toa 
slide service bureau for high quality 
slide presentations. 

Bruce Brereton, project manager 
of DrawPerfect development, said 
WordPerfect 5.0 gave WordPerfect 
users the ability to put graphics di- 
rectly in a word processing document. 
Our customers wanted more capa- 
biltiies to be able to modify graphics 
or create their own, he said. 

WordPerfect software is geared 
more toward the business user, Br- 
ereton said. “We decided on a busi- 
ness presentation graphics package, 
rather than a paint or illustrative pro- 
gram,” he said. 

With DrawPerfect one can run a 
“slide show” presentation on a com- 
puter. With a mouse or cursor key, 
one can click between screens. 
Sereens can also be changed by a 
timer delay, fades and sweeps. 

DrawPerfect requires 384K of free 
memory and two high density disk 
drives, but a-hard disk is recom- 
mended. 

Beth McGill, PC publicist for 
WordPerfect corporate communica- 
tions, said the demonstration of 
DrawPerfect at Comdex, a computer 
tradeshow in Las Vegas, Nev., was 
done in a slide show format using the 
program. “People were really excited

about the presentation,” she said. 
WordPerfect Corp. hasn’t done 
anything in a graphics program be- 
fore, McGill said. It is still in beta 
testing, she said. The company re- 
ceived a lot of requests for a graphics 
and presentation program completely 
compatible with WordPerfect 5.0, 
McGill said. One can use the same 
keystrokes with the program which is 
a.benefit over competitor’s programs, 


she said. 

WordPerfect Corp. was founded in 
1979 by Alan Ashton, former BYU 
professor and Bruce Bastian, former 
BYU band director, McGill said. The 
first program they developed was a 
word processing program for Orem 
City, she said. A June 12, 1989 issue 
of PC Week rated WordPerfect Corp. 
with 58% of the word processing mar- 
ket share, McGill said.

Religious programs cannot be banned 


Atheist TV petition a hoax, says FCC

This week many faculty members 
of the Communications Department 
at BYU received “important notices” 
concerning a petition officially titled 
the “Lansman-Milam petition.” The 
notices are a hoax. 

The notice said the petition was 


sponsored by Madalyn Murray 
O’Hair, a well known atheist, who 
supposedly was trying to ban all reli- 
gious programming on radio and TV. 

The petition, filed in December 
1974 by Jeremy Lansman and 
Lorenzo Milam, was denied in August 
1975, according to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission in Washing- 
ton D.C. The petition asked the FCC 
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to inquire into the operating practices 
of non-commercial educational broad- 
casting stations, including stations li- 
censed to religious educational orga- 
nizations. 

The notice received by faculty 
members encouraged them to send a 
form letter to the FCC opposing the 
petition. The notice also encouraged 
recipients to photocopy the notice and 
form letter and send it to 10 friends. 

“Over the past 12 years this agency 
has received more than 21 million 
pieces of mail on this subject,” an 
FCC fact sheet said. 

“The rumors are false.” 

“The commission explained in 1975 
that it is required by the First 
Amendment, ‘to observe a stance of 
neutrality toward religion, acting nei- 
ther to promote nor to inhibit reli- 
gion.’ The commission also explained 
that it must treat religious and secu- 
lar organizations alike in determining 
their eligibility for broadcasting chan- 
nels,” the fact sheet said. 

The FCC has requested help in in- 
forming people the petition is extinct. 
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Feeding the needy of Utah 
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November 24 through December 17, 1989 ; 
Food collected from the program will be donated to local food pantries. 
The food will stay in Utah and will be given to Utah families and organizations. 
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
